comfiture, the firing on both sides ceased, and 
the hostile soldiers came to assuage their thirst 
from the same water. This led, through the 
intervention of the Spanish language, te re- 
marks ea_what had, and what was likely to oo 
cur, and the potent contents of canteens and 
calibashes were exchanged in token of good 
fellowship. This amiable intercourse was only 
broken off by the renewal of the gigantic con- 
test. Again at Busaco, when the baggage of 
General St. Simon, who had been left in the 
midst of our ranks on the repulse and overthrow 
of the enomy's attack was sont for, tho light di- 
vision and the enemy's troops opposed to them 
fairly mingled in plundering the dead, and Lord 
Wellington bocame desirous of checking it, as 
some of their soldiery had strolled up (1 spoke 
to several of them) to the very summit of the 
hill, even beyond where their advance had pene- 
trated in their previous attack, A similar occur- 
reace tovk place ia front of our lines that co, 
vered Lisbon. Before we fell back upon our 
redoubts, we held the ground near the village 
of Santa Quintina, opposite our centie, for seve- 
raldaya. The 7st, under Colonel Cadogan, were 
here posted behind a little bank they had 
thrown up, and were only divided from the ene- 
my, equally covered by a wall, by a small field 
about one hundred yards across. Under Loia- 
son's directian, the enemy stormed our post, 
and were beat back by Colonels Cadogan and 
Reynell, at the head of twe companies, literally 
with the bayonet, as one of their inen wae stab- 
bed ashe was crossing the parapet of the breast- 
work. The whole skirmish and the repulse 
weto speedily over, and when all firing had 
ooased, they called across for permission to 
earry off their killed and wounded men, who 
were strewed over the little field in front, To 
thie we assented, and they sent a party accom- 
panied by an officer, who commenced their 
temoveal. Whilst they were so employed, 
the officer came up to Reynell, and, with 
some flippancy, mingled with mortification, 
said, “Apres Vaffaire nous sommes des bons 
amis."" Colonel Reyne!l replied with great 
quickness, pointing to a shot he had just re- 
ceived through bie bun cloth tight infantry cap, 
**Sans doute, cependant je vous remercie pour 
cette marque de votre bente."'—Naval and 
Military Magazine.

vers! years, to procure the enactment of 
some measure of the kind, though himself 
belonging to the class generally foremost in 
revistiig interference with the game laws. 
We auncx an extract from his remarks on 
the second reading of his bill, believing that 
it will find many readers among those who 
are in the habit of seeing our paper: — 


He only te oo ” this bill to legislate in a 
way which had been followed in other instances 
by Parliament for the prevention of crime some- 
what analogous to ihat of poaching. How did 
Parliament deal with the crime of smugglin 
with a view to its prevestion? They scleeal 
the duties, and thus took sway the temptation 
to commit the offence of smuggiing. He propo- 
ved to deal with the poacher in a similar manner. 
He woul | legalize the sale of game; he would 
have them go into the market and endeavour to 
meet the poacher, and by that means to lessen 
the temptation to the commission of the offence, 
by diminishing the amount of the reward which 
the poacher calculated upon receiving. Since 
the last bill had been before Parliament the 
crime of poaching had been greatly increased: 
they had dreadful instancedtel te increase in the 
couree of the last winter; and what else could 
be expected when such encouragement was held 
out to the commision of the offence? They had 
all heard of the horrble murders which bad 
been committed in Edinburgh, with the view of 
providing bodies for anatomical purposes; and 
unless it had been properly proved, he never 
could have supposed that any persons, for the 
small eum of money which could be 
for subjects, would have been incited to put 
their fellow-creatures to death. How was # 
now proposed to legislate for the of pre- 
venting the recurrence of such horrible crimes? 
Why a measure was introduced for the purposo 
of facilitating the supply of bodies for dissection, 
and by remuving the temptation it was proposed 
to prevent the commission of the crime which 
that temptation had produced. It was upon 
that principle that the sale of game was found- 
ed. Let thera legalize the sale of gamc,—make 
it a pubhe and lawful trade, and see what 
would be the eflect of doing so. In the evidence 
given before the gommittee, they bad ample tes- 
tmony given, that until that was done, no law 
would prevent the increase of poaching. They 
| had the evidence of the poulterer to that effect. 
It might be said that he was an interested party, 
as he would wish to carry on his trade easily, 
and without rivk. That might be very true; 
but that dd not lessen the weight of the evi- 
dence of the poultcrer, that the law would con- 
tinue to be evaded as long as the market was 
legally shut against the sale of game, But they 
had also the evidence of the poacher that his 
trade would continue to increase, unless they 
legalized the sale of game. They had the evi- 
dence of the poulterer on the one hand, who 
sold the game, and the evidence of the poacher 
on the other, who supplied it, to that effect; and 
all experience demonstrated, that unless they 
dromoved the temptation, the commission of the 
crime would continue to increase. He would 
not say that the extraordinary increase of this 
crume during the last few years was merely 
owing to the temptation held out to the poacher 
under the existing law,—he would not deny but 
other circumstances had a share in producing 
that mecrease; but he had at the same time no 
hesitation in saying that the increase of the 
crime was in a great degree attributable to the 
steps which '+ et lordships had taken to suppress 
ut. The act for the preventing the setting of 
epring guus in woods had in some degree coutri- 
buted to that increase. He was one of the in- 
dividuals who, at the passing of that act, though 
approving of its principle, expressed his fears 
that such effects would result from it. ‘They 
must go back to the law as it- stood before the 
passing of that act, or adopt the measure which 
he now proposed for ther adoption, He pro- 
posed this bill for the purpose of preventing the 
necessity of recuning to such a measure as that. 
If be were asked whether he would rather have 
a law allowing the setting of spring-guns in 
woods, than have the present lawless violence 
carried on, he had no hesitation in saying that 
he would prefer the former. He would now 
fadvert to the objections urged against this bill. 
The first o'jection regarded the qualification 
as to property, reqaired by this bill, to 
give a person the privilege of shooting game. 
He (Lord Wharnclfle) had entertained a great 
objection to the raising of the qualification as 
to landed property higher than it was consti- 
tuted by this bill; but he should give up that ob- 
jection, and he would be satisfied if he.could 
get the qualification fixed as nearly as possible 
fo that amount. He would not object—so anx- 
jous was he for carrying thie measure—-to an 
increase in the amount of qualification to any 
reasonable extent. The fact was, that most of 
the objections which were urged to the measure 
on this sevore, arose from the circumstance of 
noble lords not being aware of the state of the 
law at present on the subject. If he (Lord 
Wharnelitle) possessed a quantity of land, and 
that he had sons whe might wish to amuse 
themselves by shooting upon it, they would be 
all hable, as the law stood at present, to a cer- 
tain penalty every day they went out upon his 
land, though he was the only person interested 
| im preserving the game there. As the law stood 
| at present, the noble and illustrious duke whom 
| he saw on the cross bench could not avail him- 
| wif of the amusement of shooting without sub-

We find, in the New Yoru Datuy Apver- 
Tisna, the following statements respecting the 
mode of transacting business in Cutis, abridged 
from a letter recently published in a foreign 
journal:—**The common length of credit claimed 
by the merchants of the country ie 4 months; and 
when they pay each they expect a discount of 2 
per cent.a month. They commonly pay half 
down, and the balance at two or four months. 
The custom houses allow eight months to the 
merchant, and for cash, a discount of two per 
cent. The value of silver and gold in Chili may 
therefore be fairly set down at twenty-four per 
cent. per annum. The merchant who obtains a 
credit at the custom house, gives negotiable 
notes, which ere pet in circulation when 
the term expires, if he does not pay them.— 
From Valparaiso to Santiago transportation is 
performed in the ueve! way, by mules. This is 
effected at such small expense, that goods are 
generally cheaper at the latter place than ihe 
former. Nine reals are paid for a mule load, 
which is about sixteen arrobas. In articles of 
2 Rea value, of course, this forms but an insig- 
nificant charge. Very bulky articles are drawn 
in large carts, by cattle, at about a pruportion- 
ate price. There is but little coasting trade; and 
that, according tothe letter before us, is carried 
on by the natives, the Peruvians, and *‘the 
North Americans, whose flag covers all seas.’’ 
From Valparaiso to Coquintf, freight, at the 
time of writing the letter, was from 8 to 4 per 
ton; from Val iso to Quilea or Arica, & 
to 6; and from Valparaiso to Callao, 8 to 10.— 
Transportation over land from Quilea to Are- 
quipa was from 15 to 16 reals a quintal 
and was performed in two days. The writer 
represents the Chilians to be more trusty 
paymasters then the Peruvians, and the sa- 
crifces for ready money not so great in deal- 
ings with the former: as a discount of two per 
cent. a month is sometimes allowed the latter. 
The weights, measures, and coins found among 
those two nations are the same, with the excep- 
tion of the clipped pieces of silver, which are 
not met with in Peru; and with a difference in 
the value of the dollar, which is there worth 
only eight reals. Doubloons are very common 
in Pera, where those of Spain are worth 17 dol- 
lars and 2 reals, while those carried in South 
America generally, which are called country 
° or doubl » pass for only 17. At the 
Lima mint coining was carried on, some months 
ago, with much activity. More than three 
thousand dollars were struck per diem, or about 
a million a year, almost entirely silver; and it is 
said that five times the amount might be struck.
